there has been searching for and d< 
taining arms on tho grounds of public 
safety. 
It is claimed th at the people 
have become exasperatod a t the King's 
action in fortifying the paluoe walls and 
taking in supplies of ammunition, and 
th a t the American and British residents 
hare appealed to their respective gov 
ernm ents for proteotiou, ami asked that 
a man-of-war be ordered to Honolulu. 
It ’va3 even rumored th at & revolution 
i.ad begun.

The Chinese are the most discontented 
people in Honolulu. 
There are two 
Chinese Companies there. 
One paid the 
King 380,000 for the opiutn monopoly, 
•?"0,000 of which was turned over to the 
Treasury, and the remaining ?f>0,000 
was retained by his M ajesty as “ back 
sb eeab .' 
The other company also paid 
370,000 to the impecunious King. 


AN A O TOCHA TIC 
MONARCH. 
A bill was recently presented to Kala- 
kua for approval, by which a regular 
civic governm ent was to have been 
eatablisbed. 
In a furious mood he tore 
the document intending this 
radical 
innovation into pieces, rem arking as ho 
did so " th a t he would have no tnau in 
Honolulu bigger than liimseh." 
Of the 25,000 inhabitants in the cap­ 
ital, about 8000 are whites. 
“ Daring 
my stay on the islands,"said Dr. Cru/.en, 
" I was pastor of the Fourth street Con - 
gregational Church, which was one of 
the principal churches the English and 
Americans attended on Sundays. I have 
come to tho i'aciiic slope to rem aiu, and 
shall not return to Honolulu. 


WHAT SPRECKELS THINKS. 
J. D. Sprockets, President of the Oce­ 
anic Steamship Company, and who has 
not been on friendly terms w ith the Hu 
w auau government, owing to business 
conflicts, said: "Affairs aru alm ost in the 
revolutionary stage on the Islands. Tho 
extravagance and 
mismanagement of 
King Kalukaua has created a feeling of 
great dissatiafact ion among the foreigu 
residents, aud I would not be surprised 
a t some vessel bringing news of such a 
state of affair*.-’ 
“ The palace,' he says, 
"has been barricaded and supplied with 
arms aud ammunition, aud the citizens 
of other couutries have gone so far as to 
call on their home governm ents to send 
meu-of-war for their protection."

extravagances 
of 
th e King, .Spreckels stated that Kalakua 
had expended 340,000 on tho funeral of 
his sister, and $80,000 in lilting out as a 
man-of-war an old 
tub of a steam tr 
w hich bad originally been purchased for 
3«>000, the rem ainder having been osten 
sibly expended on her equipm ent. 
In 
response to inquiries Spreckelsjsaid th at 
th a t the roads on the islands were in 
bad condition, and that the harbor 
needed dredging, none of which neces­ 
sary improvements were receiving atten­ 
tion.

‘A dispatch from W ashington 
the 
Baltimore Sun of this morning, quotes a 
gentleman of prominence in political 
circles, probably Secretary Bayard, os 
saying: 
"The order to return the cap­ 
tured flags is one of the bravest and 
most patriotic actions ever performed by 
an exeoutive of a great people. 
By a 
stroke of his pec, the President has 
done more to unite the States and con­ 
firm the Union than all precedent proc­ 
lamations and legislation. 
There never 
can be an united people so long as con­ 
querors in a civil war glory over the 
conquered, aud anything which keeps 
alive a feeling of tbe once existing sec­ 
tional hatred should be wiped out. Tbe 
act of the President is brave, became it 
has already aroused the rage of prc fes- 
sional oflice seeking soldiers' organiza­ 
tions, and partiza'i journals which serve 
many causes and have no other excuse 
for being, than to keep alive and be­ 
queath from father to son a never-dying 
spirit of haired.”

N ew Y o r k , Ju n e 10.—At a reception 
tendered General Fairchild, Commander* 
in-Cbief of the Grand Army of the R«- 
public, by the Alexander Ham ilton Post 
last night, General Fairchild used the 
following words, iu speaking of the order 
directing che return of Confederate flags: 
May (rod palsy tbe hand th a t wrote 
the order. 
May God palsy the brain 
that conceived and may God palsy the 
tougue that dictated it. ’ 
Tbe members 
of tiie post remained in silence a m oment 
and then fairly cheered. 
Fairchild far­ 
ther declared th at the members of the 
Grand Army would probably now bo 
tiled upon to surrender the badges 
made from captured cannon. 
The post 
adopted resolutions, among other things 
saying: 
lit soloed, "T hat the sacrillce of blood 
which the captured emblems represent, 
was a sacrifice 
to 
liberty, national 
union and to God. 
/lesolrrd, "T hat no sentiment of gen­ 
erosity aud expression of magnanimity 
is involved in the surrender of these 
covenants of tho national honor." 
It is stated that General Fairchild had 
a long talk with General .Sherman, and 
it is understood th at the latter approved 
of Fairchild’s speech. 
Neither of them, 
however, would say anything to the 
reporters. 


APPEAL FROM COLORADO. 


D e n v e r , June 16.—A 
meeting of 
Grand Army men was held this after­ 
noon to take action in regard to tbe 
order restoring tne captured rebel flags 
to the Southern States. 
After discus­ 
sion of tbe subject it was decided to tele­ 
graph to Commander-in Chief Fairchild, 
a protest of the Department of Colorado 
against the removal of the flags. 
De­ 
partm ent Commander Ady at once tele­ 
graphed a protest as follows:

L in c o l n , Nebraska.—Governor T hay­ 
er to-day sent a message to 
Presi­ 
dent Cleveland protesting against the 
return of tho rebel flags. In the message 
he says: "In that struggle, the late Wáf, 
we were right and they were wrong. To 
return these emblems of treason would 
be to reverse their sacred treaty, and the 
next uct of humiliation would be for us 
to apologize for having captured and 
retained them so long. 
The lessons of 
the late war must not, and will not be, 
reversed. 
The people arc indignant at 
this proposed return of the flagB, and re- 
declare, with uuited voice aud renewed 
phasis, th at treason m ust be forever 
odious." 
io w a 's p r o t e s t . 
General Tuttle, Com mander-in-Chief 
of th e Iowa Grand Army, requested 
Governor Lsrrabee to telegraph a pro­ 
test to t ’ue President, which the latter 
did, usiug the words, “ 1 add to this 
request aud protest of the surviving 
Uuiou .soldiers in Iowa the respectful but 
equal urgent protest of the people of the 
State, and shull deem it my duty to use 
all proper endeavor to pruveni any auoh 
return of flogs captured by Iowa troops.’ 


A LEGAL CONTEST.

WANTED TH EIR PLAHS, 


M i l w a u k e e , Juno 16.— A special to 
the Eveniny Wisconsin from Madison, 
Wis., says: 
“ Governor Rusk, who is 
greatly aroused by the determination of 
tho administration to return all the 
rebel flags to the original southern com­ 
panies from which they were taken, has 
sent a ictter to Adjutant-General Drum, 
requesting that the rebel flags captured 
by W isconsin troops in the lato war bo 
returned to that Stato. Governor Rusk 
also sent a protest to President Cleve­ 
land against tho roturn of the flags.”

ORIGIN OF THE ORDER.

" I have to-day considered w ith more 
care than when the subjeot was orally 
presented to me, th e aotion of your de­ 
partm ent, in direeting letters to be ad­ 
dressed to the Governors of all the 


The following statem ent w ith regard 
to the President's action announcing tbe 
proposed returp of the battle flags was 
made at th e W hite House to-night to a 
representative of tlie Associated 
Press 
"W hen the question was proposed to the 
President by tbe A djutant Geueral, au 
im portant feature suggested was to re 
turn to the loyal .States tip- flags which 
had bsen captured by tb f Confederates 
and retaken by our army st the time of 
thu collapse of the rebellion. 
They, 
with such Confederate flais os had been 
captured 
from - tbe enemy by our 
troope 
had 
for a loi^g time 
laid 
uncared for and neglected* packed away 
in boxes, in tho cellar of the W ar de­ 
partm ent and had been rim oved to the 
attics us a better place of jafe keeping. 
The disposition of the flag! which seem­ 
ed to be answering no good purpose 
where they were, was tbe tnain point of 
considc-rationandit was represented to the 
President th at some of th e flags had been 
returned to th e loyal States upcn their 
request in individual cases, and the rest 
if desired might as well al( be returned 
together. 


MHtREURENENTATION. 
T he retnrn of the Confederate flags 
wliioh were with the ofcher^ in the de­ 
partm ent was suggested, but there was 
not tbe slightest thought qf interfering 
In any way w ith the c a p tu r’d flags now 
held by any State, the right of the de­ 
partm ent to make these returns being 
questioned by the Presidfcit. 
Such a 
right 
was 
distinctly 
av erted 
and 
precedents 
alleged, 
and- 
thereupon 
his 
oral 
assent 
was 
given 
to 
tbe proposed action. 
T be m atter wae 
dismissed from his mind until the com­ 
ment thereon within th e last day or two 
brought it again to his attention, where­ 
upon after personally examining the law 
and considering the subject more care­ 
fully, he satisfied himself that uo dispo­ 
sition of these flags could bo made w ith­ 
out Congressional action, whereupon he 
directed the suspension ot operations by 
the letter m ade public this evening. 


. GEN. DRUM INTERYim VED. 
Tho W ashington special jto the Now 
York Eveniny Post says: ¡"A djutant- 
(icneral Drum is tbe only pfcraon in au­ 
thority here who appeared Disposed to 
talk about tbo order relative to th e re­ 
turn of tbe rebel battle flags.! He has a 
good right to si eak, for it is quite cer­ 
tain that the idsa originated1 w ith him. 
Adjutant-General Drum has these tro­ 
phies in his charge, and what his -bare 
iu the m atter is eso. bu best J«v uad ¿corn 
the following interview: 
Q.—"Gen. Drum, yon are going to re­ 
turn to the Southern Staten all the flag», 
standards aud colors which were cap­ 
tured by the Union Army from tbe Con­ 
federates daring the war ?" 
A .—"W e are going to return them to 
all 
the 
statts, 
north 
and south. 
The 
President 
has 
recommended 
that it be done, and I am now haviog 
full lists m ade of all these trophies in 
the possession of the departm ent. 
In a 
short time we shall have the whole col­ 
lection so assorted and so arranged that 
we shall be ready to forward to every 
State of th e 
Union, 
flags 
belong­ 
ing to its S tate volunteers 
that fell 
into the hands of the Federal army and 
into the possession of the W ar Depart­ 
ment. 
I am having a comple inventory 
of them m ade out, w ith w ritten state­ 
ments, to tell briefly as far as is known 
tbe history of each trophy and the story 
of bow it cama to be captured and all 
this literature will be completed, and the 
trophies will be ready to be forwarded to 
their destination, in a few weeks. 
Q—“ W hen the President expressed 
his approval of this proposition did he 
do it in writing? ' 
Tbe A ttorney General did not give a 
direct answ er to this question but inti­ 
mated th at possibly when tbe list of 
tlaga was returned and their histories were 
given to the public, a letter from Presi 
dent Cleveland on the subject might 
also 
be 
m ade 
public. 
W hen 
tho 
President 
determined 
that 
these 
flags should be returned was during the 
week of the National drill. 
This action 
is not due to any pressure or any sug­ 
gestion from any outside source. 
Tne 
idea originated wilh the administration. 
It had been iu contem plation in the 
departm ent for a long tim e. 
General Drum, of 
course, speaks of 
the President in regard to this action, or 
if he speaks of auotker it is only to say 
that the proposition was made to the 
President by .Secretary Kndicott a t the 
Cabinet meeting, where it was uuaui- 
inoualy approved. 
An official at thu W hite House, au­ 
thorized to speak on tlie subject, said 
this morning: "General Drum seems to 
be thu person to talk to about this m at­ 
ter. 
There 
has 
been 
no 
order 
nor any paper 
of any 
kind signed 
by the President in 
relation to it. 
Tbe idea originated in bis departm ent 
aud has been carried out by the depart­ 
ment, but the action of the departm ent 
is approved here and th at seems to be 
about all there is to say about it.

T he prohibition, in th e fourth 
section, of a greater charge for the 
sh o rter th an th e longer distance on 
th e sam e line, is lim ited to cases ¡n 
w hich circum stances an d conditions 


are su b stan tially sim ilar; and tb* 
railroads 
w ill 
only 
be account­ 
ab le before th e C om m ission and the 
co u rts w here com plaint is m ade by 
interested p arties of violation of tbe 
law . 
T he ruling of the C om m ission­ 
e rs seem s to settle the principle th at 
railroads can take freight for com ­ 
p etitiv e rates at com petive points, 
provided th ey do not do th e business 
for less th an cost a t the expense of the 
short-haul traffic. T his is perhaps as 
favorable a ruling for th e Pacific 
('o ast through traffic as we could e x ­ 
pect. 
I t w ill give th e railroads the 
opportunity to secure th is traffic by 
tak in g freight at com petitive rates, 
for the very fact th at th ere is com pe­ 
titio n a t an y point creates the d is­ 
sim ilarity of condition and circum ­ 
stances th at can possibly prevail at 
th e sh o rt-h au l points.

Licenses 
to sell liquor were granted to James 
M urphy, 537 First street; Chisholm & 
M cDonald, *27 N orth Main street; Geo.

Theater. 
The M ayor said that the Commission 
had m et to Investigate charges of brib­ 
ery and corruption agiinst members of 
the police force or rather intim ations of 
charges of th at description. 
Officer 
Fred Smith was called and sworn and 
said th at he bad been unable to get the 
evidence he wanted and was not ready 
to testify in th e Chinatow n cases of 
bribery. 
He was satisfied th at there 
hud been bribery and he had tried hard 
to get it, but had so far failed. 
He was 
still working on it, however, and was 
satisfied that he would get it after a 
time. 
He said he did not know posi­ 
tively of any policeman receiving bribes, 
but thought he could implicate three of 
them . 
Testified th at he had been of­ 
fered §5 per week by a Chinaman not to 
interfere, also th at he had been offered a 
like am ount by one Hall not to pull 
his 
game. 
He 
naked 
Hall 
if 
he 
took him for a sucker, as there were 
thirty-nine other officers who would 
pull the game if he refused to do it, and 
th at would get him (Smith) in a hole. 
Sm ith said he thought there were about 
$500 or $000 a month paid in bribes by 
Chinamen to policemen, but all he kuew 
positively was th at he bad been offered 
$5. 
Under M cCarthy the tau games 
paid $35 per week each, and the lottery 
games $5. 
There are seven tan games 
and fourteen lotteries. 
Major Bell, who 
was present, said th at Officer Gilbert 
had told him th at he was approached by 
a Chinaman, and Gilbert was sent for. 
Sm ith said that Deckman, ex-offiter, 
knew something, and he was sent for. 
M ajor Bell said that Officer Boteljo had 
acted in a peculiar manner on visiting 
Chinatown, and Botello w-t* sent for. 
The meeting then for awhile resolved 
itself into a small committee of general 
conversation. 
A t this time the m atter 
of licensing tan games was discussed, 
but it w»t brought to a close by th e dis­ 
covery th at there was a State law against 
gaming. 
During th e lull Captain Tyler 
said he would like to call atteution to an 
article in th e T r ib u n e , in which Smith 
was made to say, among other things, 
th at the Chief was warming a viper in uis 
breast, meaning Capt. Tyler. The gallant 
Captain denied this most streuuously, 
said be was no viper, hnd never been 
warmed as such in the C hiefs breast aud 
declared th at he did not even know 
w hat kind of under shirta the Chief 
wore. 
Sm ith said th at the statem ent 
was an emanation from the brain of the 
reporter and Tyler was satisfied. 
Mujur W orkman caused all to prick 
up their ears by stating th at he would 
like to bear sm ith s statem ent as to 
w hy he did not pull the white games 
and what prevented him from doing so. 
Smith said he waa ready to state. Skin­ 
ner w anted it in writing. 
I t waa final 
ly decided to let Mr. Sm ith make his 
statem ent and have the clerk take it 
down in writing and be commenced.

There hnd been sent in seven 
seta of plans in answer to the advertise­ 
m ent and moat of them were neatly 
draw n and some were models of excel 
lence, but when the ground floors were 
examined it was fouud th at the archi­ 
tects generally had but little idea of the 
importance of some branches of the city 
government aud an exalted idea of some 
of the others. 
I t wax generally fouud 
th at too little room had 
beeu allowed 
for the City Surveyor’s oflice, and for 
the Assessor'» office, aud th at too much 
bad been set aside for other and less im­ 
portant offices. 
In some of the plans 
the room for th e Zanjero had been 
placed in impracticable positions and in 
others the arrangements of the commit­ 
tee rooms was incouveuient. 
In a few 
the vaults for the City Clerk are made 
too small, hut there were four which the 
committee thought were worthy of con­ 
sideration. 
J u s t which those four were 
will not ba made known a t present. The 
exteriors of all 
were very 
attrative 
and in vanouB styles, from m odern Ro 
nianesqtie back »to the Baronial castle 
style ot France. 
Some of the designs

rocni8, but the cost of each was brought 
with the limit of $150,000.

My impressions of tbe oity of Los An 
veles were that it was a place of some 
‘¿5,000 people, m esdy of the migratory, 
readies class, induced to emigrate to it 
by exaggerated stories of its healthful 
ness and beauty; th at it was situated in 
a sandy, sterile region of country, with 
an occasional spot of rich soil requiring 
irrigation to produce either fruits, graiu 
or vegetables; that the far greater por­ 
tion of the land of Los Angeles county 
and around your city was of this barren 
oharaoter, where the different species of 
cacti flourished, hut w h e re nothing else 
would grow; that irrigation was abso­ 
lutely necessary to produoe orchards, 
vineyards a n d vegetable g a r d e n s , and 
th a t in most cases the water for irriga­ 
tion could not be h a d . 
In regard to clim ate my impressions 
were nearer tbe truth, b at then what 
was tbe value of clim ate without soil? 
W hat city could live on climate; aod 
th at there wus no land in the vicinity to 
anpport a thrifty population could eatily 
be proven by reference to the columns of 
onr Sacramento daily, to which allusion 
has been made. 
To my mind yonrs was 
a oity in something of a desert waste 
aud therefore would souu fall back to 
its original insignificance.

the impressions I had, based upon false 
hearsay testimony. 
THE KKALITY. 
Entertaining such opinions of yoar 
oity it cau easily be imagined w list n-.y 
feelings were when I met tbe reality 
face to faoe. 
One by one every pre­ 
judice vanished, and when, on the sec 
ond day of my visit, I stood on tbe 
height where “ Belcnoat Hotel" and 
**Eliis" Villa Collego are located, and 
cast my eyes around, I can truthfully 
say no lovelier country ever greeted my 
vision. 
Its lnxnriance indicating the 
richness of the soil—its tastefully built 
residences proclaiming the oharaoter and 
wealth of its people.
